zone selecting means for selecting any zone on the image sensing plane in a state that 
said image sensin^xans is sensing the subject image; 

exposure detection means for detecting an exposure condition on the basis of an image 
signal in a selected zone; 

exposure control\means for controlling exposure based upon the detected exposure 
condition; 

memory means for storing control parameters outputted by said exposure control means, 
the memory means configured to store the control parameters when an exposure control 
processing by said exposure \ontrol means is completed and an optimum exposure control state 
is obtained; and 

control means fo r, independently of the porticular zone ocloctod by odd zone oolccting 
moonG,] controlling said exposure control means to keep an exposure control state 
corresponding to tho optimum oxpoouro control state by uoing the control parameters stored in 
said memory means in the state that the control parameter s corresponding to the optimum 



exposure control state is stored in said memory means, even if the selected zone is changed by 
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said zone selecting means . 

2\ (Previously Amended) The apparatus according to claim 1 , wherein if the control 
parameter\are outside a prescribed range, said memory means selects an upper-Umit or a lower- 
limit of the prescribed range of control parameters as the control parameters. 

3. \ (Currently Amended) An image sensing apparatus having image sensing means 
for sensing a sVject image formed on an image sensing plane and outputting an image signal 
corresponding to\the subject image, comprising: 

zone selecting means for selecting any zone on the image sensing plane in a state that 
said image sensing means is sensing the subject image; 

exposure detection means for detecting an exposure condition on the basis of the image 
signal in a selected zone; 

exposure control\neans for controlling an exposure based upon the detected exposure 
condition; 

memory means forWoring control parameters outputted by said exposure control means, 
the memory means configuJed to store the control parameters when an exposure control 
processing by said exposure \ontrol means is completed and an optimum exposure control state 
is obtained; 

control means fo r, indobondontly of tho particular aono oolcoted by said zono oolooting 
moano. controlling said exposule control means to fe keep an exposure control state 
corresponding to the optimum oSipoouro control atato by using the control parameters stored in 
said memory means in the state that the control parameters corresponding to the optimum 
exposure control state is store d in Lid mem o rv means, even if the zone is chanped by said zone 
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selecting means ; and 

slected-zone detection means for determining whether the image signal captured by said 
image sensing means contains said zone upon elapse of a prescribed period of time, and 
outputting aSsignal for resetting control parameters in said memory means if the captured image 
signal is not contained in said zone. 

4. (Aeviously Amended) The apparatus according to claim 3, wherein if the control 
parameters are outside a prescribed range, said memory means selects an upper-limit or a lower- 
limit of the prescribed range of control parameters as the control parameters. 

5. (Previo^ly Amended) The apparatus according to claim 3, further comprising 
selecting means for allowing a photographer to select whether maintenance of exposure by said ^ 
memory means is to be reset or not. 

6. (Currently Amended) An image sensing apparatus having image sensing means 
for sensing a subject image formed on an image sensing plane and outputting an image signal 
corresponding to the subject image, comprising: 

zone selecting means fon selecting any zone on the image sensing plane in a state that 
said image sensing means is sensing the subject image; 

exposure detection means detecting an exposure condition relating to the image signal 
in a selected zone on the basis of the. image signal; 

exposure control means for co\itrolling an exposure based upon the detected exposure 
condition; 

first memory means for storing control parameters outputted by said exposure control 
means, the memory means configured tq store the control parameters when an exposure control 
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proces|sing by said exposure control means is completed and an optimum exposure control state 
is obtained; 

control means fo r, independ e ntly of th e particular zon e s e l e cted by said zone s e l e cting 
means^ com lolling said exposure control means to fix keep an exposure control state 
corresponding to th e optimimi exposur e control stat e by using the control parameters stored in 
said first memory means in the state that the control parameters corresponding to the optimimi 
exposure controR state is stored in said first memory means even if the zone is changed by said 
zone selecting means : 

second memory means for storing a video signal of said zone; and 

detection means for determining whether a zoomed image signal captured by said image 
sensing means containsuhe video signal of said zone stored in said second memory means, and 
outputting a signal for resetting the control parameters in said first memory means if the captured

image signal is not contained in said zone. 

7. (Previously Amended) The apparatus according to claim 6, wherein if the control 
parameters are outside a prescribed range, said first memory means selects an upper-limit or a 
lower-limit of the prescribed range of control parameters as the control parameters. 

8. (Previously Amended) The apparatus according to claim 6, fiirther comprising 
selecting means for allowing a pnotographer to select whether maintenance of exposure by said 
first memory means is to be reset or not. 

9. (Currently Amended) An image sensing apparatus having display means for 
displaying an image signal, comprising: 

a pointing device for selecting any zone in a screen displayed by said display means in a 
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State that^aid image sensing means is sensing the subject image; 

adjuring means for applying a prescribed adjustment to the image signal of said zone; 

memow means for storing adjusting data outputted by said adjusting means; and 

control means for storing the adjusting data in said memory means , the m e mory m e ans 
configur e d to s tore th e adjusting data when adjustment by said adjusting means is completed and 
a prescribed state ia obtained, and for controlling said adjusting means to fix an e xposur e control 
stat e to keep the pre^ribed state corresponding to by using the adjusting data stored in said 
memory means independ e ntly of th e particular zon e s e l e ct e d by said zono selecting m e ans even 
if the selected zone is cnanged by said pointing device . 

10. (Originaln The apparatus according to claim 9, wherein said pointing device" is a 
line-of-sight detecting de\^ce for detecting position of a photographer's line of sight directed 
toward the screen. \ 

1 1 . (Original) Tne apparatus according to claim 9, wherein said pointing device is a 
mouse. \ 

12. (Original) The apparatus according to claim 9, wherein said pointing device is a 
track ball. \ 

13. (Original) The apbaratus according to claim 9, wherein said adjusting means 
adjusts exposure of the image senWng device by adjusting f-stop, a shutter and gain. 

14. (Original) The apparatus according to claim 9, wherein when adjustment by said 
adjusting means has attained a prescribed state, said control means has attained a prescribed 
state, said control means maintains me state of adjustment prevailing at this time. 

15. (Original) The apparatus according to claim 9, further comprising selecting 
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means for allowing a photographer to select whether storage of the adjusting data by said control 
means is performed or not. 

16.\ (Original) The apparatus according to claim 9, wherein said screen is a monitor 
screen of an electronic viewfinder. 
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
